I2.  FUAL-  Limn  was  apparently  ucod  by  the  japancso  as  a  collecting 

‘centre  for  allied  prisoners  who  voro  captured  in  Miluya.  in  February  1942 
about  250  iritish  prisoner s  were  accomodated  there j  by  ^.pril  strength 
increased  to  about  700. 

3,  ..ccomodat  ion  for  Eritiali  other  ranks  consistoe  of  a  compound  cbout 
40  yax*ds  squire,  officers  were  put  into  what  was  formerly  tho  fcqle  word  of 
KUALn  LUT'TUR  prison,  Accomodution  was  very  cramped  and  all  ranks  had  to 
sleep  literally  shoulder  to  shoulder.  Tho  female  ward  was  a  building  insido 
tho  compound,  utd  the  whole  camp  occupied  a  portion  of  KUaL..  LUMPUR  Gaol. 

,.8  a  result  of  many  protosts  the  Japanese  allowed  us,  in  rta,ch,  to  use  a 
or  ull  room  in  the  prison  for  the  nick,  m  April  v/e  wore  Given  Q  ni^G  of 
the  prison  and  tho  use  of  the  prison  hospital,  in  toy  we  were  handed  over 

the  whole  of  the  prison  and  from  that  time  accomodation  was  satisfactory.

4.  Food  consisted  of  rice  only,  togthor  with  an  issue  of  salt  and 
drinkinG  water  which  wo  G°t  from  the  ,ain  w-tor  supply  in  tho  prison.  This 
food  was  very  inadequate  and  remained  so  dospito  tho  later  addition  of  a 
sue  11  issue  of  G**ecn  voGctablcs  at  the  boGinninG  of  September.)  By  that  time 
officers  bc£nn  to  receive  pay  from  the  Japanese  which  ended  then  to 
purchaoc  food  from  outside  the  prison.  Eritish  other  ranks  had  received 
workinw  pay  during  this  period  but  this  was  insufficient  to  purchase  onouGh 
food  to  make  the  Japanese  ar:y  issue  up  to  an  adequate  quantity. 

/J>.  Durins  the  first  3  months  the  dcuth  reto  amono  the  prisoners  was 

10%  and  about  166  men  died)  most  of  these  cases  were  battle  injuries  and  men 
sufferino  from  fever  and  battle  exhaustion.  The  jajKaiQse  provided  no 
bandJGes»  00  medicines  ar.d  r.o  medical  attention  whatever^/  The  only  equip¬ 
ment  in  our  hunds  was  what  we  were  able  to  tuy  secretly  through  local 
inhabitants.

camp  but  until  it ly  as  far  as  1  rocull  tho  ciaxp  was  in  churGO  of  a  Japanese

scale.  "hen  ue  complained  to  laBUTJTA  the  scales  wore  testoe  in  his 
presonce.

7.  The  Japanese  interpreter  v/uo  u  civilian  employed  by  ^  Japanese

r!.o  co-operative  and  helpful.  British  officers  were  not  forced  to  work 
but  British  other  ranks  roro  onployed  doily  frc-i  about  C900  Lours  till 
1600  hours  in  various  jobs  including  collecting  r.crnp  rx, tul •r‘^iik ; 
bridges  and  ossistinm  in  the  jipor.esc  supply  dui.5  s  *nd  they  reocivoa  .  y

8.  Tfcon  the  cu;p  v;us  closod  in  October  1V42  the  oa^p  adjutant,  Captain 
Anthony  Gardner  of  the  Loycls  took  the  o-up  records  to  CH.J5GI.  I  uo  nc 
knot.  :±at  happoned  to  thc.j.
